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CONSTITUTION. 


NAME. 
I.—This Society shall be called the AMERICAN Baprist HoME Mission Soctery. 


OBJECT. 


II.—The object of this Society shall be to promote the preaching of the Gospel in North 
America. 


MEMBERSHIP. 


IIIl.—The Society shall be composed of Annual Delegates, Life Members, and Life Diree- 
tors. Any Baptist church, in union with the denomination, may appoint a delegate for an 
annual contribution of ten dollars, and an additional delegate for each additional thirty 
dollars. Thirty dollars shall be requisite to constitute a Member for Life, and one hundred 
dollars, paid at one time, or a sum which, in addition to any previous contribution, shall 
amount to one hundred dollars, shall be requisite to constitute a Director for Life. 


OFFICERS. 


IV.—The officers of the Society shall be a President, two Vice-Presidents, a Treasurer, 
two Auditors, one or more Corresponding Secretaries, and a Recording Secretary. 


MANAGERS. 


V.—There shall be fifteen managers also, residing in the City of New York, or its vicinity, 
who shall be divided by lot among themselves into three classes of five members each. 
- The term of servicn ‘of the vat Glam ala expire in one year, that of the second class in 

two years, and that of the third class in three years. At each Annual Meeting of the 
Society, after the first election under this amended Constitution, one class only shall be 
elected for the term of three years, to the end that the third part of the whole number of 
managers, as nearly as possible, may be annually chosen; provided, however, that vacan- 
cies remaining in any class may be filled for the unexpired term of that class. The officers 
and managers shall be elected by ballot, and continue to discharge their official duties, until 
superseded by a new election. 


EXECUTIVE BOARD. 


VI.—The Treasurer, Auditors, Recording Secretary, and Managers of the Society sha 
constitute an Executive Board, to conduct the business of the Society, seven of whom 
shall be a quorum for that purpose. They shall have power to appoint their own meetings, 
elect their own Chairman and Recording Secretary,enact their own By-laws and Rules of 
Order, provided, always, that they be not inconsistent with this Constitution, fill any vacan- 
cles which may occur in their own body, or in the offices of the Society during the year, 
and, if deemed necessary by two thirds of the members, convene special meetings of the 
Society. They shall establish such agencies as the interests of the Society may require, 
appoint agents and missionaries, fix their compensation, direct and instruct them con- 
cerning their particular fields and lahore, make all anvronriations to be paid ont of the 
treasury, and present to the Society, at each annual meeting, a full report of their pro- 
ceedings during the current year, 


DESIGNATED FUNDS. 


VII.—All moneys or other property contributed and designated for any particular mis-

X.—The Society shall meet annually for the election of officers and managers and the 


transaction of other necessary business at such time and place as the Executive Board 
shall appoint. 


ALTERATIONS OF THE CONSTITUTION. 


Roe alteration of this Constitution shall be made without an affirmative vote of two 
thirds of the members present at an annual meeting; nor unless the same shall have been 
proposed in writing, and the proposition sustained by a majority vote, at a previous annual 
meeting or recommended by the Executive Board. |

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ACT OF INCORPORATION. 


a 


AN ACT TO INCORPORATE THE AMERICAN BAPTIST HOME MISSION SOCIETY, PASSED 
APRIL 12, 1843, AND AMENDED FEBRUARY 9, 1849. 


The wep a of the State of New York, represented in Senate and Assembly, do 
enact as follows : 


§ 1. All such persons as now are, or may hereafter become, members of the American 
Baptist Home Mission Society, formed in the City of New York, in the year one thousand 
eight hundred and thirty-two, shall be, and hereby are, constituted a body corporate, by 


_ the name of the American Baptist Home Mission Society, for the — of promoting the — 


preaching of the Gospel in North America. 

§ 2. This Corporation shall be capable of taking, holding, or tacétvien any property, real 
or personal, by virtue of any devise or bequest contained in any last will or testament of 
any person whomsoever, the clear annual income of which devise or bequest shall not ex- 
ceed the sum of ten thousand dollars; Provided no person leaving a wife, or child, or 
parent, shall devise or bequeath said Corporation more than one fourth of his or her estate, 
after the payment of his or her debts; and such devise or bequest shall be valid to the ex- 
tent of such one fourth, and no such devise or bequest shall be valid in any will which shall 
not have been made and executed, at least two months before the death of the testator ; 
and provided that no verbal mistake in the name of the said Corporation shall invalidate 
any gift, grant, devise, or legacy intended for it. The net income of said Society, arising 
from their real estate, shall not exceed the sum of ten thousand dollars annually. 

§ 3. This Corporation shall possess the general powers, and be subjected to the pro- » 
visions contained in title third of chapter eighteen of the first part of the Revised Statutes, 
so far as the same are applicable and have not been repeater. 

§ 4. This Act shall take effect immediately. 

§ 5. The Legislature may at any time modify or repeal this Act.

Tur Executive Board of the American Baptist Home 


Mission Society, in presenting their Thirtieth Annual Re-— ) 
port, feel that they have fresh reason to adore the Divine — 


goodness which allows them the opportunity for such ser- 
vice undisturbed by the calamitous events which in certain 
portions of our common country prevent such conyvoca- 
tions. We experience some of the afflictions incident to a 


state of civil war, perhaps suffer some of its sore bereave-_ 


ments, but the clang of opposing arms and the thunder of 
death-dealing artillery are not heard by us; we are not 
compelled to look upon garments rolled in blood, nor do 
we bear the guiltiness of political treason on our souls, or 
the madness of rebellion against a beneficent government 
in our acts. We are here in peace and quiet, upon ground 
once pressed by the footsteps, and still consecrated by the 
privations and sufferings of Roger Williams, the earliest 


apostle of civil and religious liberty in our country. We 


have reason to thank God to-day for the inestimable 
blessings which he has bestowed upon us through our 


fathers’ conflicts, which are now so successfully maintained 
by our brothers and sons, and for the perpetuation of 


Which he has granted our nation unanimity of mind and 
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cheerfulness of heart. Let us thank Him, because we may 
here bring our offerings of religious knowledge and ex- 
perience, and love, and zeal, and lay them humbly at his 
feet, as means of counteracting the wickedness of those 
who have so violently assailed our free institutions, and 
the greater wickedness of man’s rebellion against the gov- 
ernment of God. 
DEATHS. | 
Since our last anniversary six Directors and _ twenty- 
three Members of the Society have died ;* eleven of them 


were ministers of the Gospel. With almost a certainty 


that some of us will follow them before another anniver- 
sary, and the serious uncertainty as to whom it shall be, 


‘should we not all work diligently in the vineyard of our 


Lord, turning from our labor neither to the right hand 


~ nor to the left ? 


DIRECTORS AND MEMBERS FO8 LIFE. 

Twenty-one persons were constituted Life Directors dur- 
ing the year, six of whom had previously been Members. 
Six have died, making the present number 735. 

One hundred and eighty-six were constituted Life Mem- 
bers, and twenty-three have died. The present number 
is 5957. The total number of Directors and Members 


6692. 


FINANCIAL AFFAIRS. 

In one respect the financial affairs of the Society present 
an unfavorable comparison with those of the previous 
year. The amount of receipts into the treasury has been 
much smaller, the principal cause of which, it is almost 
unnecessary to say, is easily traced to the existence of our 
national troubles, by which the means of a large propor- 
tion of our contributing friends have been diminished.

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This was anticipated at the commencement of the fiscal 
year, It was then feared that the Board would not be 
able, promptly, to meet the claims of the missionaries for 
their salaries. A reduction of the aggregate amount of 
those claims, therefore, became necessary, and has been 
accomplished by the voluntary resignation of some mis- 
siouaries, the expiration of the appointment of others, 
without renewal, and the discontinuance of new appoint- 
ments. By these means all the liabilities of the Society 
have been canceled, and, on account of larger receipts at 
the close of the year, the Board is in good condition to 
proceed with its present amount of business, and to ex- 
pand it in due proportion to any increase of funds in the 
treasury, beyond the amount received last year.

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COLLECTING AGENCIES. 

Two years ago, it was stated that plans had been ar- 
ranged and partially executed, to reduce the number of 
collecting agents. Those plans have been followed up as 
far as practicable ; but the further adherence to them will 
depend much upon the development of the Society’s views 
at its present meeting. The plan of reduction was based, 
in a considerable degree, upon arrangements of certain 
churches, adopted by themselves, for the collection of mis- 
sionary funds; and it was stated at the time, that the 
extent of reduction would depend on the success of such 


arrangements in supplying our treasury with adequate 
means for the performance of the Society’s work. Sys- 


tematic arrangements, by the churches, have long been | 
encouraged by the Board, and, if they were generally 
adopted, and conscientiously, vigorously, and regularly 


pursued, they would simplify their business, relieve them 
of no small expense, responsibility, and anxiety, and, of 
course, enable them to apply a larger proportion of their 


means to the increase of missionaries on the field. With 
such results they would rejoice to surrender the business 


of collecting funds into the hands of the churches. Thus 


far, however, the results have not been sufficiently en- 
couraging to justify further change, without a more per- 
fect understanding of the wishes and intentions of the 
Society. If all the benevolent societies should discontinue 
their collecting agencies, as many persons seem desirous 
of having done, and if churches, and ministers, univer- 
sally, assume the responsibility of providing the means 
necessary for the purposes of those societies, a few years 
would show the actual advantage or disadvantage of such 
& policy. 
| CHURCH-EDIFICE FUND. 

The Church-edifice Fund has suffered in common with 
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~ other financial interests of the Society, though it has en- 


joyed some favor, and by it the Board have been enabled 
to encourage churches which, otherwise, would have been 
destitute of even scarcely comfortable places of worship. 

The fund, as now managed, is a noble feature of the So- 
-ciety’s operations ; and if, on the return of more prosper- 
ous times, it should be endowed in fair proportion to its 
merits, it will be found to be a cheap and efficient auxil- 
iary in promoting the great object of the Society—the 
preaching of the Gospel in North America. 


MISSIONARY OPERATIONS. 


The missionary operations of the Board have been grad- 
uated strictly by the amount of means actually supplied 
to the treasury. Because that amount has been compar- 
atively small the number of missionaries has been reduced, 
and, consequently, the amount of labor has been propor- 


tionably small. The existing national troubles, also, have — 


made great changes in the condition of the missionary 
field. Large numbers of people in the western States, of 
whom a fair proportion are from the churches and con- 
gregations of our missionaries, have been absent at the 
seat of war nearly all the year. For this reason, the 
ability of the churches to support the Gospel became 


diminished, and, as the means of the Board to aid them 


were also insufficient, many of those missionaries, at the 
termination of their appointment, experienced a necessity 
for leaving their respective fieldsof labor. A considerable 
number of them, with patriotic devotion to the cause of 
the country, entered the army as chaplains, where they 
have been most usefully employed in their appropriate 
duties. Much of the demoralizing influence of camp life 


has been counteracted by their efficient and timely labors — 


among the soldiers. Their churches and families, however, 
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have suffered by the absence of their friends and protect- 
ors, the alarms and anxieties growing out of their danger- 
ous employment, the grief of sudden bereavement upon 
the battle field, and destitution of the blessings of the sanc- 
tuaries where they have been accustomed to find consolation 
in their times of trouble. The Board did what they could 
to relieve them, but they dared not transcend the bounds 
of financial caution. The vacancies created could not be 
prudently filled by the appointment of new men, but as 
many as practicable have been retained who were previ- 
ously under appointment. 


_ SUMMARY OF LABORS AND RESULTS. 


During the past year ninety missionaries labored under 
the appointment of the Executive Board. Of this num- 
ber, eighty-eight were in commission at the close of the 
previous year, and two were subsequently appointed. 
Twelve of the number preached in foreign languages. 

The number of States and Territories occupied was 
fourteen, viz., Pennsylvania, Delaware, Ohio, Michigan, 
Indiana, Illinois, Wisconsin, Iowa, Minnesota, Kansas, 
Nebraska, New Mexico, California, and Oregon. 

Two hundred and fifty-two stations and out-stations 
were supplied. The aggregate amount of time bestowed 
in labor is equal to that of one man for about seventy- 
one years. 

Revivals of religion were reported from seven places. 
Four hundred and seventy-three persons were baptized 
(of whom twelve had been Roman Catholics, and ten 
foreign Lutherans); thirty churches were organized ; 
twenty-eight ministers were ordained; three church- 
edifices were completed, and six were commenced. 

The churches aided contributed to the usual objects of 
Christian benevolence $2074.10, and for the support of 
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the Gospel among themselves $14,167. "7. Hight churches, 


which had been aided a few yeas became self-sus- 


taining.* 
OLD FIELDS TO BE REOPENED. 


As one of the effects of the civil war, fields once open 
for the cultivation of the Society, and subsequently closed 
on account of the slavery controversy, are now opening 
again. Applications are already on file for the appoint- 
ment of missionaries in slave States. - Steps have been 


taken to ascertain how far it might be the duty of the 


Board to act in those cases, but with means inadequate to 
the necessities of any new territory, and even of ministers 
and churches already under the patronage of the Society, 
there would have been no justification for attempting 


such an extension of operations. Hence, no missionary 


has been sent to either of those old fields nor to the new 
Territories, and no addition has been made to the number 
‘inany other Territory or State. In all, there has been a 
decrease. 
A SOLEMN INQUIRY. 

The inquiry arises with solemn interest: why has this 
decrease been allowed? Is the Gospel the power of God 
unto salvation to those who believe, and are the disciples

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of our Lord Jesus Christ under paramount obligations to 
send it to the poor and the perishing? And may not . 
other inquiries, long since first uttered, be repeated here? 
How can they believe in him of whom they have not 


heard ; and how can they hear without a preacher ; and 


how can they preach except they be sent; and, we add, 
who will send them if the friends of Jesus, whose Gospel 
it is,do not? The Board admit the vast importance of our 
present national struggle, to maintain the integrity of our 
beneficent government, our civil and religious freedon ; 
our moral and social influence, and the necessity for per- 


sonal sacrifice for their perpetuation; but the already 


large amount of financial sacrifice and personal effort for 
that purpose, would require an almost unbounded increase, 
if they were unaccompanied and unsustained by the relig- 
ious influences to which the people have been accustomed. 
If large voluntary offerings of wealth are necessary for 
the benefit of our young men who encounter the dangers 
of military life, a proper proportion should be bestowed 
in fostering the religious influences by which they may be 
the more perfectly fitted to meet them. If their beloved 
ones at home must surrender them to the hardships and 
dangers of such a life, they should at least be aided to 
enjoy, in the institutions of the Gospel, support in their 
alarms and consolation in their sorrows. Surely, when 
the utterances of their desolated hearts come wailing upon 
our ears, ‘‘ Have pity upon me, O ye, my friends, for the 
hand of God hath touched me,” there should be a soothing 
response from evangelical lips, in the sanctuary where 
such sorrowing ones seek the solace of Christian sym- 


pathy. 


DECENNIAL REVIEW. 
The Society has now completed the third decade of 1ts 
history. At the close of the second decade, its missionary 
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labors had been prosecuted in Canada, from Montreal 


and its vicinity in the Eastern Province to Paris in the 
Western section, and in the United States, in the region of 
the great lakes as.far asGreen Bay in Wisconsin. Up the 
Mississippi River they had reached the Falls of St. An- 
thony, though above Dubuque, in Iowa, they were limited 
to short distances from that stream. Below Dubuque, a 


few stations had been occupied to the distance of fifty 


miles westward, and missionaries had been introduced into 
New Mexico, California, and Oregon. Within those limits 
were sections of inhabited territory, where our mission- 
aries had not labored, and in nearly all the Atlantic States, 
and all the slave States, in fields once occupied, they had 
ceased to labor. In northern Wisconsin and Michigan, 
and in western Towa, the sparsely settled condition of the 

country did not seem to require those labors except at a 
few points. | 


Within the past decade some additional territory, known” 


as Arizona, has been purchased from the Mexican Goy- 
ernment, and added to the domain of the United States, 
The population of the country has extended widely in 
different directions, and several political divisions and sub- 
divisions have been made. ‘Kansas, Nebraska, Washing. 
ton, Dakota, Nevada, and Colorado have been organized 
as 'Territories—the last three only one year ago—and Cal- 
ifornia, Oregon, Minnesota, and Kansas have been admitted 
as States into the Federal Union. 

The total population of the United States in 1860 was 
upward of thirty-one million, of which nearly 11,000,000 
occupied the region beyond the Alleghany Mountains, in- 
cluding those in Missouri and Kentucky. The population 


of the new States and Territories named is pee 
922,000. 


Of the total population, 1,036,756 were Baptist com- 
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-municants, distributed among 12,578 churches, and having 


8970 ministers ; and of these, 259,154 members, 4514 
churches, and 2639 ministers were in the above mcnison- 
ed western States and Territories.* 
In prosecuting the work of the Society detrinis the de- _ 
cade now completed, no attempt was made to introduce | 
missionaries into either of the last three organized Terri- 
tories, nor into Arizona or Utah, but vigorous and success- 
ful efforts were made for that purpose in Kansas and 
Nebraska, so soon as it seemed decided that their organ- 
ization would not rest on a basis of bondage and oppres- 
sion to any of their inhabitants. The appointment of 


missionaries to the Territory of Washington was contem- . 
plated, but postponed till a more prosperous condition of 


the country shall warrant the effort. 

It was deemed inconsistent and unnecessary to continue 
the. complicated arrangement which had existed some 
years for aiding the Grande Ligne Mission in Eastern 


Canada; and as our brethren in the Western Province 


sustain a missionary organization of their own, our 
further labors in that region, also, did not appear to be 
specially necessary. | 

Comparatively little was done in Deaiion:; or California, 
chiefly because of the heavy expense of missions at those 
points, and the continuous succession of financial troubles 
in the country during the last half of the decade. But 


for these our missionary force in those regions would have 
been considerably reinforced. 


A DARK PERIOD. 


We are now brought to the end of the decade under cir- 
cumstances differing from any previous one, and which, 
while they present reasons for adoring views of the prov-

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idential government of God, call upon us, also, for deep 
humility at his feet. As historical event, connected in 
certain respects with missionary operations at home, it is 
proper to mention the sudden and appalling disturbance 
of our once happy National Union, which, commencing 
in one of the Southern States, and spreading with great 
rapidity from State to State south of the Potomac River, 
soon reached the extended proportions of a gigantic re- 
bellion against the general government ; requiring for its 
overthrow nearly a million of armed men, and hundreds 
of millions of money. The effects upon our Society, and 
the religious interests of the people whom it is its princi- 
pal object to benefit, have been disastrous. The business 
of the country being prostrated, the resources of the So- 
ciety became impaired, so that comparatively little could 
be done in spreading the Gospel. The mouth of the Mis- — 
sissippi River and its great commercial City being in the 
hands of the rebels, the States nearest its sources became 
specially interested in the strife, and their people in large 
numbers engaged in it for the defense of the government. 
Those who remained at home, in some of the States, re- 
mained to experience the horrors of border warfare, and 
those of others, being comparatively new settlers in fron- 
tier positions, suffered much from the effects of warlike 
operations. It is cause of gratitude to God that those 
troubles have been in no small degree ameliorated by the 
labors of the missionaries who remained upon the field, 
_ butit is reason for heartfelt sorrow that, as one of the sad 


fruits of the wicked revolt, the missionary cause has re- 
ceived a serious check. | 


ACTUAL PROGRESS. 


Notwithstanding the numerous obstacles to the advance 
of the Society, good progress has been made in its ap- 
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propriate work. During the last ten years that work has 


been extended up the Mississippi River some fifty miles 


above the Falls of St. Anthony, and west, up the Min- 
nesota River, nearly a hundred miles, and reaching to con- 
siderable distances on either side of both. It has passed 
in the same direction beyond the Missouri River in the 
State of Kansas and the Territory of Nebraska, and up 
that river about one hundred and sixty miles above the 
border line of Kansas. It has been prosecuted up the 
River St. Croix,which separates Minnesota from Wisconsin, 
as far as the Falls of St. Croix, some forty-five miles above 
its confluence with the Mississippi, and it has been com- 
menced beyond the sources of the St. Croix, at the very 


_headof Lake Superior. Previous efforts in the Valley of 
the Mississippi and the vicinity of the great lakes have 
been followed up by strengthening’ churches already 


formed, and organizing others at points of importance 
where the State Conventions were unable to bestow the 
necessary aid. In the northwestern portion of Wisconsin 
the cause has made considerable advance, and no particular 
decline has been perceptible at any other point. In Lowa, 
portions of which have been considerably settled as far 
west as the Missouri River, and in Minnesota a very rapid 
advance is exhibited in all the elements of efficiency 


among the churches. In the last named State our labors 


commenced in 1849, soon after its organization as a Ter- 
ritory. The fruits are upward of one hundred churches, 
about four thousand members, and not far from eighty 
ministers, a large proportion of whom have been aided by 
the Society. The work commenced in New Mexico, to- 
ward the close of the second decade, has been steadily 
prosecuted amidst many discouragements. There, the tone 
of moral and religious feeling among the people has been 
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much improved, and the true conception of civil and re- 


ligious liberty has been widely imparted and is appre- 
ciated among them. Many conversions have occurred, 


churches have been organized, church-edifices have been — 


erected, and the sacred Scriptures have been distributed 
and freely and extensively read. In the Pacific States 
the cause has taken deeper root, through the cultivation 
of ministers commissioned by the Society, and by others 
who have more recently emigrated to that region without 
its aid. In some of the older States, west of the Alle- 
ghany Mountains, which were aided by the Society in pre- 


vious decades, the Conventions have undertaken to supply © 


their own destitution. Contributions have been received 
from nearly all those States, to aid the Society in sending 
the gospel to regions beyond them; thus beginning to 
redeem the pledges of their ecclesiastical infancy, and 
imparting assurance that in more prosperous times they 
will not forget their early benefactors, nor fail to strength- 
en our hands by liberal supplies. Such, and similar re- 


sults, were numerous and encouraging, until causeless and 


reckless insurrection. arrested the good work. 


_DECENNIAL RESULTS. | 
In the course of the third decennial period one thousand 
three hundred and fourteen ministers labored under the 
commission of the Society. The aggregate of time bestowed 


by them is equal to that of one man for more than nine 


hundred and seventy years. They baptized seven thou- 
sand four hundred and forty-four persons (of whom three 
hundred and ninety-three were previously Roman Catho- 
lies or foreign Lutherans), organized four hundred and 
fifty-seven churches, ordained two hundred and seventy- 
_ three ministers, and, aside from general labors in the cause 
of temperance, obtained three thousand eight hundred 
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and forty-one signatures to the temperance pledge among 
their own congregations. The people under their pastoral 


- eare built one hundred and nineteen church-edifices, and, 


besides their expenditures for the maintenance of the gos- 
pel among themselves, contributed to various objects of 
Christian benevolence not less than $36,154.11. Eighty- 


nine churches, aided by the Society in their infancy, be- 
came self-sustaining. 


TOTAL RESULTS. 
These statistics, added to those heretofore given, show 


that the total number of missionaries who have acted 
under the commission of the Society is two thousand nine 


hundred and forty-seven ; that they have jointly perform- 


ed the labor of one man for over two thousand three 
hundred and ninety-eight years, that they have baptized 


_ twenty-seven thousand nine hundred and eleven persons,” 


organized one thousand two hundred and forty-two 
churches, ordained six hundred and seventy-nine minis- 
ters, and the people among whom they labored have 
built at least two hundred and sixty-three church-edifices, t 
and contributed more than $52,000 for the usual objects 
of Christian benevolence. 

These, though the most apparent results of the Society’s 
labors, are, by no means, all that might be mentioned 
to illustrate the beneficence of its character and useful- 
ness of its acts. We might add to the statement the 


_ thousands of sermons and addresses delivered, the tens of 


thousands of religious tracts and books distributed, the 
many thousands of children and youth instructed in Sab- 
bath schools, the almost incredible amount of strictly 
pastoral duty performed, the diversified pioneer service 
upon the very borders of civilization, and the healthful

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influence among the heterogeneous crowds of our distant 
West. ‘To these we point as real tangible evidence of the - 
Society’s pre-eminent usefulness in the formation of a 
proper social and moral character to the new communities 
of our country, in the promotion of Christ's kingdom on 
earth, and the spiritual interests of mankind wherever its 
benign influence is extended. 


COST OF THE WORK. 


It is not the least interesting fact connected with this 
decennial statement, that the entire cost of all this labor 
and all these benefits, during the whole thirty years, has 
been only about $791,418; which shows an average of 
$26, 238 per annum, and an average expenditure of $267 | . 
per annum for each missionary employed. | 
In all these may be seen the exceeding great value 
and economy of the Society as an instrumentality for re- 
ligious ends. What other organization is more econo- 
mical? What other is more beneficial? What other de- | 
serves more serious interest and here support from the | 
churches ? |

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NOTES TO THE ANNUAL REPORT. 


NOTE A. 


It will be seen by the statement of financial affairs in the Annual Report, that, while the amount of 
receipts from all sources falls much short of that of the previous year, the decrease in the receipt of 
ordinary contributions is only $5558.91. It will not be difficult to understand why the amount of ordi- 
nary receipts should be diminished a few thousand dollars when it is remembered that the larger pro- 
portion of contributors have suffered severely in their business on account of the civil war, that large 
numbers have been subjected to unusual expenses for outfits for their friends who have entered the 
army, that by compliance with the expressed wishes of many people the number of collecting agents 
has been reduced, and that in one collecting district from which an agent was withdrawn the falling 
off in receipts was 85 per cent. from the amount received in the same district the previous year. : 

The amount of receipts from legacies was only about one half that of the previous year, but this is 
very uncertain source of income, and entirely beyond the control of any Board of Managers or officers of 
a Benevolent Society. 

The Church-Edifice Fund is independent of ordinary receipts for missionary purposes, and the decrease 
in the amount received for that purpose is easily accounted for by the financial pressure in the country 
generally, and the well known general suspension of church-edifice building on the missionary field. 

With these explanations the entire statement presents a favorable comparison with those of other 


“ societies of all denominations for the same period. 


NOTE B. 


Annual Report, page 24. The foregoing statistics show the number of actual communicants, or mem- — 
bers in good and full standing in the denomination—a plan which differs from some other denomina- 
tions, who include nominal members. 

The statistics of the denomination given in our Report do not include Anti-Mission Baptists, though 
symbolizing in many respects with those who favor missionary effort. As a missionary body our object 
is to show the numerical strength of those who promote Chrisiian missions. 


NOTE C., 


Annual Report, page 28. It is a prominent and fundamental, if not peculiar feature of Baptist prin- 
ciples and practice, that none are considered fit subjects for baptism or membership in a church of 
Jesus Christ, until credible evidence is gained of their repentance toward God and faith in Christ. 

How pleasant the reflection that, with all due allowance for the fallibility of human judgment respect- 
ing such evidence, not far from a thousand persons, hopefully born of God through the sanctification of 
the Spirit and veiiel of Use Guth ao prcaviac by our missionaries, have been baptized and added an- 
nually to the churches which have been aided by this Society. How many thousands of others have 
been won to Christ by the same instrumentality , but were baptized by pastors who were not our missiou- 
aries, it is impossible to determine, but it is known that they are very numerous. 


NOTE D. 


The missionaries of the Society encourage the churches under their care to build houses of worship. 
In most instances the collection of the means and superintendence of the building devolves upon them ; 
and, with but few exceptions, a considerable portion of the money necessary is supplied directly or 
indirectly by the Society. Without supplies from such a source very few church-euifices would or could 
be built in the frontier western States.

FORM OF A BEQUEST TO THE SOCIETY. 


‘“T give and bequeath to the American Baptist Home Mission Society, formed in New York, in the year 
eighteen hundred and thirty-two, the sum of ...... dollars, for the purposes of said Society.””

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON AGENCIES. 


The Committee upon Agencies report, That while they regard some method of 
agency as indispensable to the successful prosecation of the work of this Society, 
they yet are gratified with the result of the effort of the Board to reduce the num- ~ 
ber of collecting agents, and would recommend a further reduction, if it can be made 


_ with safety. In attempting it, however, it might be wise to enlarge the fields of | 


labor assigned to different individuals, and, as far as possible, to relieve them from 
the detail of collection by training the churches to do it themselves. In this con- 
nection they would suggest the inquiry, if the agency labor which is needed in 
New York and its vicinity, might not be economically and efficiently done by the. 
officers of the Society and the members of the Board. 

Your Committee is not informed whether any effort is being made to secure con- 
tributions for the Society in the West, where most of its funds are expended. It — 
would, however, seem to be desirable and important that this should be done, so that 
the churches there, and those especially which receive aid from it, may be educated 


_ to benevolent habits.

REPORT .OF COMMITTEE ON OBITUARIES. 


Your Committee on Obituaries respectfully report : That the number of Direct- 
ors, Life Members, ard friends of this Society, called to their home and reward 
during the past year is unusually large. Of Directors we find the names of Rev. 
JonatHan Aupricu, Rev. ©. C. P. Crossy, Tueron Fisk, Syivester Pier, and 
Revusen Post. | 

These were brethren of whose virtues we might say much in honor of the 
~ grace of God ; they were men whose wisdom in counsel, and devotion to the inter- 
ests of the Kingdom of the Redeemer, will long be had in grateful remembrance. 

We also record the death of twenty-two Life Members, eight of whom were 
ministers of the Gospel. Other beloved fellow-helpers have been called away from 
this scene of toil to the rest of heaven, among whom was our beloved sister Gor- 
man, wife of Rey. Samuel Gorman, our missionary in New Mexico, whose very life 
and being were most fully identified with the cause of Home Missions. For nine 
years she was engaged in Missionary labor in that distant Territory, laboring much 
of that time among the Puebla Indians, until by excessive toil her health became 
impaired, and she was called to rest from her labors. Her works do follow her. 

While with deep sorrow we record the removal of so many of the friends of 
missions, we would not be discouraged, but by more diligence and zeal, evince our 
interest in His kingdom, as followers of those who, through faith and patience, in- 


pert promiscs. 


SAMUEL B. WILLIs, Chairman. 


To the above should be added the name of José Senun. He was a Puebla 
Indian of much more than ordinary intelligence, and in his early life was a devotee 
of the pagan worship of the Pueblas, and subsequently a Roman Catholic. After 
Bro. Gorman commenced his labors in New Mexico, in 1852, Senun commenced 
the study of the Bible, and in 1854 abandoned both his idolatrous worship and his 
Romanism, and gave evidence of true conversion. Possessing good gifts and a 
very well cultivated mind, he was, in January, 1855, appointed an assistant mis- 
sionary of the Home’Mission Society, and labored zealously among his people to 
bring them to Christ. He preached with much fluency, and though never ordain- 
ed, such confidence was felt. by our missionaries in his judgment and discretion, 
that he was left by Bro. Gorman in charge of the mission station at Laguna, while 
Bro. Gorman took up his residence at Santa Fé. His life, after his conversion, 
Was one of blameless integrity, and though at first bitterly opposed, persecuted, and 
reviled by the Romanists and by his own people, his exemplary conduct so won upon 
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them, that last winter the Indians of the Puebla town of Luguna, which contained 
about 1000 inhabitants, unanimously elected him their Governor, which office he 
held till his decease. At the time of his death he was forty-six years of age. 
Bro. Gorman in communicating the sad intelligence says, “ We have lost one of our 
best, very best, brethren and laborers; as near the ‘ noblest work of God’ as men 


are apt to be in this world. He was a good and honest man, and though dead he 
yet speaketh.” 


NO. 4. 
REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON FINANCE. 


The Committee on Finance beg to report: According to the report of your 
Treasurer, the receipts of the Society from all sources during the past year have 
been $33,732.59. Of this amount $26,036.88 have been contributed directly from 
the churches. Thus making a deficiency, as compared with the previous vear, of 
more than $6000 in ordinary contributions. Wealso find, that in the total amount 
of resources, there is a difference of nearly $17,000 in favor of the —- 
financial year of the Society. | 


With these facts before them, your Committee have very naturally been led to 
inquire as to the cause of this decrease. They are well aware that we have fallen 
upon no ordinary times in the history of our country, and that during a portion of 
the past year, at least, it has been comparatively difficult to secure money from the 
churches. But in view of the magnitude of the object, the relation this Society 
sustains to the spiritual welfare of thousands who are perishing for the bread of 
life in the home-field, your Committee are of the opinion that a much larger 
amount might and should have been raised. Certain it is, that the American Baptist 
Home Mission Society is second to no organization existing among us. Nor in 
all its past history have more extended-and promising fields of labor called for re- 
ligious culture. In addition to the sphere of its operations for years past, the 
eivil war now rae aw Cpcumy Lic w Licius, Lue cry Is wiready. neara, Come 
over and help us.” From the present hour this Society will need more money 
and men to meet the claims of the destitute than at any former period. We ask 
brethren to look this subject fully in the face, and then inquire as to the means of 
infusing a new life and vigor into this organization dear to all our hearts. One 
thing is obviously necessary to our increased efficiency. By some means, larger 
pecuniary contributions must be secured from the churches, and to accomplish this, 
new and increased enterprise and energy are required in money. 

Your Committee, therefore, wou'd recommend to the Society and Board the 
adoption of such measures, as in their opinion, are adapted to secure this object.

CONNECTICUT. 


REPORT ON HOME MISSIONS. 


The Committee on Home Missions would report the following : 


The purpose of this Society, as its Constitution declares, is “to preach the 
Gospel throughout North America.” This purpose it has steadily pursued since 
its organization, employing, for the last year, one hundred and thirty-one laborers, 
in the Canadas and in fifteen States and Territories of the Union, at an expense of 
between fifty and sixty thousand dollars ; and whose labors have been blest by re- 
Vivals of religion in twenty-one places, and by the baptism of eighteen hundred and 
sixty-seven persons. 

No field of Christian effort has claims upon us for earnest and sacrificing labor, — 
none appeals to the instinct of self-preservation, in addition to all other motives 


which Christian men feel and acknowledge, as this field and work of home evan- 
gelization. 


The growth which we, as a people, are experiencing in numbers, in wealth, in 
influence, the energy of our national character, the vigor of Anglo-American ideas, 
and the part which God, in his providence, seems preparing for us to act in the 
history of the world, are reasons. which all must feel to be of great weight, for en- 
larged and persevering efforts to diffuse throughout the land the Gospel of Jesus 
Christ, and so to season our cherished wars Guile nreservative. 

And, especially in these troublous times, when the progress of a Christian civili- 
zation is violently arrested, and institutions, the wonder and hope of the world, are 
threatened with destruction by the evil genius of our age and nation, in these Limes 
we should seek to increase the power and appliances of the Home Mission Society. 
Wars, while they are divine chastisements for the sins of a people, are God’s method 
of ploughing the nations, that the seeds of better things may be cast into the soft- 
ened soil; and to withhold from this Society what is due, because the state of the 
country has rolled unwonted burdens upon us, would be to enact in spiritual hus- 
bandry the folly of the farmer who should think his ploughing so expensive that 
he could not follow it by seeding. | 

We especially commend that feature of the Society’s work which looks toward 
rendering direct aid to feeble churches, in erecting suitable houses of worship, and 
we would urge upon the churches of the State to do their part to make this, and 


all the good works in which this Society is engaged, efficient for the current 
year. 
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IOWA. 
REPORT OF THE BOARD. 


Nineteen years | ago last June, a little band of brethren, from the Baptist 
churches in Iowa Territory, met at Iowa -City, “to consider the expediency of 
forming a Territorial Association for missionary purposes.” What changes have 


since occurred, both in the Territory and in our denomination! Then, the Territory 


had a population of 50,000, and years ago was admitted into the Union, and con- 
stituted a sovereign Staté thereby. It now has a population of 700,000. At that 
early day, there were about 15 or 20 churches, and perhaps 350 members; now 
are there 265 churches, sixteen associations, and a membership of more than 
12,000. The brethren who formed that Association have mostly passed away, 
some to other Territories and States, and some to the land of rest. The “little 
one” has become many “thousand.” It is not probable that any of that little 
band had any idea of the results of their incipient labors, nor dreamed of the 
sad changes which were in store for our then happy country, but now involved 
in civil war, occasioned by an attempt, unparalleled in history for wickedness, to 
overthrow our Government, and which, if successful, would establish a military 
despotism more at variance with civil and religious liberty than any govern- 
ment that ever existed. This will be the record upon the future historic page, when 
this rebellion is put down, treason crushed out, and our Government triumphantly 
sustained. | 
But while the state of our country is the occasion of such universal sorrow, and 
hundreds of families are mourning the fall, on the battle field, of some loved ones, 
who have died defending our liberties, it is a cause of devout gratitude to God 
that he has spared our ranks with so few exceptions, and all of the watchmen, the 
past year. It has not, however, been a year of unmingled joy and sorrow ; of hope 
and fear ; of faith and anxiety. The sad changes in our beloved country, have af- 
fected our operations. Another calamity, more particularly confined to the north- 


b. west, has crinnled our efforts most seriously, perhaps ; coming upon us like a flood. 


The “great currency panic,” caused untold distress, embarrassment, and_ loss ; 
closing avenues of trade, stopping public improvements and enterprise, and carry- 
ing bankruptcy and ruin into all circles of business and commerce. These things 
have been against us, and greatly curtailed our operations. 


Tue Fierp to Be Occuriep. In many particulars the field before us has 
greatly changed since the Convention was organized. Then the churches were few 
and weak, and had in some way to co-operate with, or depend upon, the Home 
Mission Society in order to secure preaching, even a part of the time. And now, 
though as a State we are greatly dependent on that noble Society, yet, through her 
past aid, there are several churches which are able to help others, as well as them- 
selves, and thus afford preaching to a great number which otherwise would not en- 
joy it. The settled portions of the State were then much fewer in number, and 
lesser in territorial extent. Now the entire State, almost, is a ripening and des-
